No . l-CA(59)/73. — Iti exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 30 of the Chartered 
Accountants Act, 1949, (XXXVIII of 1949), t h e O o rm - 
cil of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India has 
made the following amendments to the Chartered Ac- 
countants Regulations, 1964, the same having been pre- 
viously published and approved by the Central Govern- 
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ment as required under Sub-section (3) of the said vSec- 
tion. 

In the said Regulations 

I. At the foot of Regulation 31, add the following 
explanation : — 

“Explanation : For the removal of doubts it is dec- 
lared that for the purposes of these Regulations, the 
term ‘Premium’ shall include any payment received 
by the employer from the articled clerk whether as 
loan or as deposit or in any other form/ 3 * 5 

IL After Regulation 32 and before the existing Regu- 
lation 33, the following new Regulation be added : — 

“32 B Stipend to Articled Clerks 

(1) Every member engaging an articled clerk on or 
after 1st July 1973 ^ hall pay to such clerk a 
minimum monthly stipend at the rates specified 
in sub-regulation (2) or in sub-regulation (3) 
hereof, as the case may be. 

(2) If the normal place of service of an articled 
clerk is situated in Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, 
Now Delhi, Kanpur, or Madras, the following 
shall be the minimum rates of the stipend pay- 
able under sub-regulation (1) : 

(a) In respect of the first year of articled 
training — Rs. 60/- per month. 

(b) In respect of the second year of articled 
training — Rs, 100/- per month. 

(c) In respect of the remaining period of 
articled training — Rs. 150/- per month, 

(3) If the normal place of service of an articled 

clerk is situated in a place other than the places 

specified in sub-regulation (2) hereof, the 
minimum rates at which such employer shall 
pay stipend under sub-regulation (1) hereof 
shall be computed at 50% of the respective 


rates for the various stages of articled training 
specified in sub-regulation (2) hereof : 

Provided that nothing contained in this regu- 
lation shall entitle an articled or audit clerk 
registered with effect from a date prior to 1st 
July 1973, to any stipend under sub-regulation 
(2) or (3) hereof. 

Explanation ; For the purpose of determining 
the rate at which stipend is payable under sub- 
regulation (2) or sub-regulation (3) hereof, 
the period of articled training of the clerk 
under any previous employer or employers (not 
being any such period prior to the 1st of July 
1973) shall also be taken into account”

have been amended as set out in the following Resolu- 
tion : — 

RESOLVED that Rule 6 in Chapter III, IPart VI of 
the Rules of the Council be and is hereby amended by 
the addition of the following Proviso and Explanation at 
the end of Rule 6 : — - 

“Provided that nothing in this Rule shall prevent 
any such person from practising in any court of 
superior jurisdiction to the one in which he> presided 
at the time of retirement. 

Explanation i A court of Sessions, a District Court 
or the City Civil Court shall be a court of superior 
jurisdiction in relation to a Magistrate’s court or 
Small Causes Court, even though no appeal may lie 
from the latter to the former.”
